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(54) PREPARATION FOR EXTERNAL USE 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To obtain a preparation for external use capable of effectively 
masking an unpleasant odor of acrylic odor on the preparation for external use containing an 
acrylic acid-based polymer. 

SOLUTION: This preparation for external use includes the acrylic acid-based polymer, at least 
one of perfume (A group) selected from a perfume group with an orange note and at least one 
of perfume (B group) selected from a perfume group with a green note.

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1]External preparations containing acrylic acid series polymer, and A group perfume and B 
group perfume which are shown in the following. 

A group perfume: At least one sort of perfume chosen from a perfume group which has an 
orange note. 

B group perfume: At least one sort of perfume chosen from a perfume group which has a green 
note. 

[Claim 2]A group perfume is orange oil Vallen Corp Xia or bergamot oil, and these extracts, The 
external preparations according to claim 1 whose B group perfume is 3-hexenol, 3- 

hexenyl acetate, phenylacetaldehyde, dimethyl tetrahydro benzaldehyde, methylphenyl carbinyl 
acetate, and methyloctyne carbonate.

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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention]This invention relates to the external preparations which can mask 
effectively the acrylic smell in cosmetics, external preparations for the skins, etc. containing 
acrylic acid series polymer which is an unpleasant smell. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art]Though substances, such as acrylic acid series polymer, for 
example, acrylic acid, the salt, an acrylic acid copolymer, are cheap, when a detergent to external 
preparations, such as cosmetics, make pharmaceutical preparation broadly, are a useful chemical 
and it is more nearly indispensable than before, but. It is known as a raw material which emits an 
acrylic smell. 

[0003] However, this acrylic smell is a substance with a dramatically low threshold. 
By mixing by slight concentration, emitting a very stimulative and unpleasant bad smell is known. 
That is, even if it is a copolymer, the generating material of the minute amount acrylic smell 
contained in the impurity poses a problem. 

[0004]in order to prevent the bad smell of the pharmaceutical preparation containing polymer as 
a Prior art which solves the problem of this acrylic smell, for example so that it may be indicated 
by JP,6-1 57250.A, the method of preventing deterioration of the unreacted monomer used as 
that cause is known. In JP,5-58869,A, the cement mortar and the admixture constituent for 
concretes which use as an essential ingredient the perfume chosen as acrylic polymer from 
ester species, aldehyde, ketone, and alcohols are indicated. The MANYU cure products which 
must blend perfume no less than 10 to 60% as an aroma paint, and the gel type aromatic 
constituent which blends perfume 1 to 50% so that it may be indicated by JP,10-338623,A are 
known so that it may be indicated by the patent No. 2586764 gazette. 

[0005]however, in the method which may be indicated by each above-mentioned gazette, an 
adverse effect is brought to the stability of a constituent as a pharmaceutical preparation 
system, and a technical problem is at the point which is not the method of satisfying all, such as 
using perfume expensive also in cost in large quantities. 

[0006]Although the formula using specific perfume, bergamot oil, and 3-hexenyl salicylate 

is indicated and emphasizing the scent which a perfume composition originally has is known in 
JP,6-88091,A again, About improvement in the masking power of an acrylic smell, the result are 
satisfied only with the improvement in potency of perfume of a result is not obtained. The liquid 
detergent composition which controls the nasty smell which originated in the remains dirt of 
clothing by containing the perfume component which specified a nonionic surface active agent, 
polymer, loadings, and the boiling point is known so that it may be indicated by JP,10-140195,A, 
but. Masking of the external preparations containing the acrylic acid series polymer which this 
makes the purpose of this invention completely differs in the purpose and its technical thought. 
[0007] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention]This invention tends to cancel this about the technical 
problem of the above-mentioned conventional technology. 

In the external preparations containing acrylic acid series polymer, the purpose is to provide the 
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external preparations which can mask an acrylic smell effectively. 
[0008] 

[Means for Solving the Problem]In external preparations which contain acrylic acid series 
polymer as a result of this invention person's repeating examination wholeheartedly in view of 
the above-mentioned conventional technical problem, By blending specific perfume chosen from 
a specific perfume group, a thing which mask an acrylic smell effectively and for which things can 
be carried out is found out, and it came to complete this invention. That is, it consists in (1) of 
this invention, and (2). 

(1) External preparations containing acrylic acid series polymer, and A group perfume and B 
group perfume which are shown in the following. 

A group perfume: At least one sort of perfume chosen from a perfume group which has an 
orange note. 

B group perfume: At least one sort of perfume chosen from a perfume group which has a green 
note. 

(2) A group perfume is orange oil Vallen Corp Xia or bergamot oil, and these extracts, External 
preparations of the above-mentioned (1) statement whose B group perfume is ****- 3-hexenol, 
****- 3-hexenyl acetate, phenylacetaldehyde, dimethyl tetrahydro benzaldehyde, methylphenyl 
carbinyl acetate, and methyloctyne carbonate. 

[0009] 

[Embodiment of the Invention]Below, an embodiment of the invention is described in detail. The 
external preparations of this invention contain acrylic acid series polymer, and A group perfume 
and B group perfume which are shown in the following. 

A group perfume: At least one sort of perfume chosen from the perfume group which has an 
orange note. 

B group perfume: At least one sort of perfume chosen from the perfume group which has a green 
note. 

[0010]In the conditionings and the stability of a system in external preparations, such as 
cosmetics and external preparations for the skins, the acrylic acid series polymer used for this 
invention is an important raw material, and it has an acrylic smell. As acrylic acid series polymer 
(raw material which has an acrylic smell), For example, they are mentioned by acrylic acid and 
acrylate, the acrylic acid copolymer, etc., and specifically, Polyacrylic acid, sodium polyacrylate, a 
polyacrylic acid maleic acid copolymer, Alkyl methacrylate, dimethylaminoethyl methacrylate, N- 
methacryloiloxy-ethyl N,N-dimethylannmonium alpha-methyl carboxy betaine methacrylic acid 
alkyl ester polymer that is the copolymers of polyacrylic acid methacrylic acid maleic acid, 
Dimethyldiaryl chloride ammonium acrylamide acrylic acid polymer, A methacrylic acid polymer, 
methacrylic acid and an ethyl acrylate acrylic acid propyl copolymer, Methacrylic acid and a butyl 
acrylate methyl acrylate copolymer, methacrylic acid and an ethyl acrylate butyl acrylate 
copolymer, N-methacryloyl ethyl-N,N-dimethylannmonium, an alpha-N-methyl carboxy betaine 
alkyl methacrylate copolymer, etc. are mentioned. The influence to which an acrylic smell gives 
especially these raw materials to fragrance also in a minute amount (100 ppb) is great. 
[001 1]A group perfume and B group perfume which are used for this invention need to use it as 
a masking agent of an acrylic smell, and to use one or more sorts of perfume chosen from A 
group perfume which has an orange note, and one or more sorts of perfume chosen from B group 
perfume which has a green note. As perfume chosen from the perfume (A group) which has an 
orange note, For example, orange oil Vallen Corp Xia, bergamot oil, neroli oil, PECHIGUREN oil, 
d-limonene, linalool, an orange flower absolute, These are independent, or linalyl acetate, 
methylanthranilate, the Haut-Rhin thiol, methyl beta naphthyl ketone, yara yara, etc. can be 
mentioned, two or more sorts can use them, mixing, and especially a desirable thing is orange oil 
Vallen Corp Xia or bergamot oil. the loadings to the external preparations (pharmaceutical 
preparation etc.) of these perfume receive the external-preparations whole quantity — desirable 
— 0.001 to 2.0 mass % (only henceforth "%") — it is 0.005 to 1.0% still more preferably. 
[0012]As perfume chosen from the perfume (B group) group which has a green note, For 
example, ****- 3-hexenol, 3-hexenyl acetate, Phenylacetaldehyde, dimethyl tetrahydro 
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benzaldehyde, Methylphenyl carbinyl acetate, methyloctyne carbonate, Allyl butyrate, 
cuminaldehyde, allyl cyclohexyloxy acetate, These are independent, or butyl alt.butyl glycolate, 
pyrazine, ethyl benzoate, etc. can be mentioned, and two or more sorts can use them, mixing, 
and especially a desirable thing, They are ****- 3-hexenol, ****- 3-hexenyl acetate, 
phenylacetaldehyde, dimethyl tetrahydro benzaldehyde, methylphenyl carbinyl acetate, and 
methyloctyne carbonate. These green notes are not limited in particular for the origin although it 
is a perfume component which exists also in natural aromatic, such as a rose, a geranium, a 
violet leaf. The loadings to the charges of external preparations of these perfume 
(pharmaceutical preparation etc.) are 0.005 to 1.0% still more preferably 0.001 to 2.0% preferably 
[ it is the same with the perfume group which has an orange note to the external-preparations 
whole quantity, and ]. 

[0013]If a masking effect is not enough acquired at less than 0.001% but the loadings of the 
perfume of these A groups or B group exceed 2.0% respectively on the other hand, although a 
masking effect is acquired enough, its fragrance of perfume is too strong and it is not preferred 
practically. [ of the fragrance ] the desirable mass ratio (A group perfume: B group perfume) of A 
group perfume and B group perfume — desirable — 150:1-1:1 — it is 100:1-1:1 still more 
preferably. A masking effect is not enough in a mass ratio being less than 100:1, and if 1:1 is 
exceeded, the balance of a scent will worsen. 

[0014]In this invention, the palatability of the role of the perfume in actual external preparations 
(pharmaceutical preparation system) must be good besides masking. Therefore, the perfume 
component conventionally known in addition to the perfume which has an orange note of the 
above-mentioned A group perfume and a green note of B group perfume can be used freely. The 
typical perfume component which can be used for below is indicated. 

[0015]As other perfume components, for example Aliphatic hydrocarbon, terpene hydrocarbon, 
Hydrocarbon, such as aromatic hydrocarbon, fatty alcohol, terpene alcohol, Ether, such as 
alcohols, such as aromatic alcohol, aliphatic series ether, and aromatic ether, Oxide, such as 
aliphatic series oxide and oxide of terpenes, aliphatic aldehyde, Aldehyde, such as terpene series 
aldehyde, thioaldehydes, such as alicyclic aldehyde, and aromatic aldehyde. Aliphatic series 
ketone, terpene ketone, alicyclic ketone, aliphatic series cyclic ketone, Ketone, such as non- 
benzenoid aromatic ketone and aromatic ketone, and acetals. Ketals, phenols, phenol ether, fatty 
acid, terpene series carboxylic acid, Acids, such as alicyclic carboxylic acid and aromatic 
carboxylic acid, acid AMAIDO, aliphatic series lactone, Lactone, such as macrocyclic lactone, 
terpene series lactone, alicyclic lactone, and aromatic lactone. Aliphatic series ester, furan 
system carboxylic acid fellows ester, aliphatic series cyclic carboxylate, Ester species, such as 
cyclohexylcarboxylic acid fellows ester, terpene series carboxylate, and aromatic carboxylic acid 
ester, nitro musk, nitril, amine, pyridines, quinoline, pyrrole, One sort of the compound perfume 
containing the natural aromatic, natural aromatic, and/or synthetic perfume from synthetic 
perfume and an animal, and vegetation, such as nitrogen-containing compounds, such as Indore, 
or two sorts or more can be mixed and used. For example, the perfume of a statement can be 
used for 1996 **************** mark Fujimoto 1 work "synthetic perfume chemicals and 
goods knowledge", 1969 MONTCLAIR, N.J. ** STEFFEN ARCTANDER work "Perfume and 
Flavor Chemicals", etc. 

[0016]In the external preparations of this invention, in addition to the above-mentioned acrylic 
acid series polymer, the above-mentioned A group perfume, and B group perfume, Usually, the 
other external-preparations ingredients blended with external preparations, for example, an 
anionic surface active agent, Surface-active agents, such as a nonionic surface active agent, an 
ampholytic surface active agent, and a cationic surface active agent, Oil, such as a solvent, 
higher alcohol, and silicone oil, a lanolin derivative, Drugs, such as a protein derivative, a water 
soluble polymer compound, acrylic resin dispersion liquid, and a vitamin, An antiseptic, a 
germicide, an antiphlogistic, pH modifier, an antioxidant, a sequestering agent, an ultraviolet ray 
absorbent, Polymer insoluble in water nature granular materials, such as an animals-and-plants 
extract or its derivative, coloring matter, perfume, paints and nylon, and polyethylene, water (ion 
exchange water, purified water), etc. can be suitably blended according to the use of external 
preparations, such as cosmetics, etc. The loadings of these ingredients can be suitably made into 
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quantity in the range which does not bar the effect of this invention. The external preparations 
of this invention by combining suitably the above-mentioned acrylic acid series polymer, the 
above-mentioned A group perfume, B group perfume, and other external-preparations 
ingredients, The gestalt of concrete external preparations, for example, a shampoo, rinse, hair 
gell, It can prepare to hair foam, hair water, hand soap, body soap, cream, sterilization soap, a 
creamy detergent, a milky lotion, a hair restorer, face toilet, the lotion for atopic skin, a cream 
type athlete's foot remedy, a pimple remedy, hand-washing medicine, patches, hair coloring, etc. 
External preparations of this invention can be made into pharmaceutical forms, such as a liquid, 
gel, and paste state, according to a use etc. 

[0017]In the external preparations which contain acrylic acid series polymer accompanied by an 
acrylic smell in this invention constituted in this way, An acrylic smell will not be able to be 
effectively masked without by using one or more sorts of perfume chosen from A group perfume 
which has an orange note, and one or more sorts of perfume chosen from B group perfume 
which has a green note. The acrylic smell at the time of using acrylic acid series polymer 
specifically, A comparatively light bad smell is shown in external preparations (pharmaceutical 
preparation), and from people's nose being a bad smell of the top note sensed first. Since the 
green note of B group which carries out the lift rise of the orange note of A group and top note, 
and middle note which give freshness to the top note of fragrance is blended as a masking agent, 
An unpleasant acrylic smell is masked effectively and a still fresher scent and its fresh scent can 
be made maintained. In the external preparations containing acrylic acid series polymer 
accompanied by an acrylic smell, The effect of this invention is not demonstrated in use of one 
or more sorts of perfume chosen from the above-mentioned A group perfume which becomes 
except concomitant use of the above-mentioned A group of this invention, and B group perfume, 
or use of one or more sorts of perfume chosen from the above-mentioned B group perfume. The 
below-mentioned **** example etc. explain these points in detail further. 
[0018] 

[Exampie]Next, this invention is concretely explained based on an example and a comparative 
example. However, this invention is not limited to the following example. 

[0019][Preparation of masking perfume] The perfume (operation No. 1-10) which serves as the 
range of this invention from the combination presentation shown in the following table 1, i.e., the 
combination presentation used as concomitant use with A group perfume and B group perfume, 
was prepared. The usual perfume (comparison No. 1-10) which becomes the outside of the range 
of this invention from the combination presentation used as the combination presentation shown 
in the following table 2, i.e., the concomitant use with A group perfume and other perfume, and 
concomitant use with B group perfume and other perfume was prepared.

[0022][Examples 1-27 and the comparative examples 1-14] On the external-preparations 
(pharmaceutical preparation) presentation and concrete target which show in the following tables 

3- 16. A shampoo, rinse, hair gell, hair foam, hand soap, body soap, When the perfume (this 
invention) of operation No.1 shown in the above-mentioned table 1 - 10 is blended with each 
presentation of cream, sterilization soap, a creamy detergent, a milky lotion, a hair restorer, face 
toilet, the lotion for atopic skin, and a cream type athlete's foot remedy, respectively, the 
following valuation method estimated the grade of masking of an acrylic smell when [ at which 
the perfume (usually) of comparison No.1 shown in the above-mentioned table 2-10 was 
blended, respectively ] it carries out. These results are shown in the following tables 3-16. 
[0023](Valuation method of the grade of masking of an acrylic smell) Eight special panelists 
estimated by the following valuation basis (evaluation items). 

Valuation basis (evaluation items): Eight persons accepted the masking effect among 5(point):8 
persons. 

6-7 persons accepted the masking effect among 4(point):8 persons. 

4- 5 persons accepted the masking effect among 3(point):8 persons. 
1-3 persons accepted the masking effect among 2(point):8 persons. 
1 (point): A masking effect was not accepted. 

Since there is no practical use use top problem when a masking point is four or more points, it is 
considered as success.

[0038]Each external preparations which cheated out of the perfume of Table 1 used as this 
invention range in content (A group perfume and B group perfume are used together) so that 
clearly from the result of the above-mentioned tables 3-16 [A shampoo, rinse, hair gell, hair 
foam, hand soap, It became clear that body soap, cream, sterilization soap, a creamy detergent, a 
milky lotion, a hair restorer, face toilet, the lotion for atopic skin, and the cream type athlete's 
foot remedy] were excellent in the masking effect of an acrylic smell compared with each 
external preparations which made the perfume of Table 2 which becomes the outside of the 
range of this invention contain, on the other hand, in the concomitant use with A group perfume 
and other perfume, and the concomitant use (what does not use together A group perfume and 
B group perfume) with B group perfume and other perfume, the masking effect of an acrylic smell 
is insufficient (three or less points) — thing clarification was carried out.

[Effect of the Invention]According to this invention, the external preparations which can mask 
effectively the acrylic smell in the external preparations containing acrylic acid series polymer 
which is an unpleasant smell are provided.
